The British North Borneo Government, 
according: to the proclamation recently 
issued, Intends to protect Its blg game 
from the depredations of sportsmen with 
an [ron—-or should we say silyer?—hand. 
The elephant..and rhinoceros have been 
made most expensive “ bags,” while wild 
cattle, deer and even pigs have not -been 
forgotten. Whether the Directors are 
really very anxious for the preservation of 
thelr blg game, or whether they ‘mean to 
try and raise a little money to cover the 
expenses resulting from the never-to-be- 
forgotten Mat Salleh raid we are. unable’ 
to say, but the latter supposition seems 
‘the more probable reason for its policy. 
That sportsmen will be deterred from visit- 
ing the country {scertaJn, but that the game 
will be preserved in consequence Is by 
no meansa natural sequence. -The dam. 
age done tothe big game of the country 
by European’ sportsmen is Infinitely less 
than that done ey the natives, and, as a 
matter of fact, It is scarcely worth mention- 
ing. The question is—How does the Go- 
vernment mean to prevent the killing of 
large game by natives?’ It is absurd to 
suppose that the natives of North Borneo 
will be Induced to look upon. wild cattle, 
deer and pigs as the private property of 
the North Borneo Company, and the Go-
